KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 17.— 


United States District J Mer- 
rill E. Otis sentenced three more 
men to prison and two to jail for 
vote fraud conspiracy today after 
Defense Attorney John G. Madden, 
arguing for a new trial, had 
charged the Judge.“absolutely di- 
rected” the verdict against them. 

Charles Cartello, Democratic elec- 
tion judge; Robert ‘McKinney, .Re- 
publican election judge and Edward 
C. Duncan, Republican. election 
clerk, were sentenced to two years 
in Leavenworth Penitentiary, and 
fined $500 each. 

Dan Brown, Republican judge, 
was sentenced to six months in 
jail, and Edward J. Schmidt, Demo- 
cratic precinct worker to one month. 
Brown was fined $200, Schmidt $100. 

All of the defendants were con- 
victed of conspiracy to deprive vot- 
ers of their rights of franchise in 
the national election last Nov. 3. 

Judge Otis overruled Madden’s 
motion for a new trial, in which 
the defense attorney argued the 
Judge had exceeded his authority | 
in charging the jury. 

Judge Otis had given Madden 30 
minutes for argument, and had in- 
dicated he would allow the Gov- 
ernment equal time for reply. 
When Madden finished, Judge Otis 
turned to Thomas Costolow, an as- 
sistant United States District At- 
torney. 

“I will take a few minutes to 
éonsider this motion,“ he said, “and 
determine ‘whether time will be 
given the Government to reply.” 

Then the Judge said no Govern- 
mient argument would be neces- 


Madden argued that no conspir- 
acy had been proved by the Gov- 
ernment’s testimony: © : 

“There was not a single instance 
in ‘which a ballot was changed as 
to the vote for congressional can- 
didates,” Madden said. “All the 
changes made on ballots, that I re- 
call, wére. made in the votes for 
Governor or Presidential electors.” 

Then Madden cited a case in 
which a Circuit Court of Appeals 
had held under somewhat similar 
circumstances that there had not 
been a conspiracy to deprive vot- 
ers of their rights, but to arrive at 
a given result. Because of that, he 
said, the defendants could not be 
held for conspiracy to deprive vot- 
ers of their rights of franchise. 

“There was no word of testimo- 
ny,” he continued, “of any act, di- 


rect or indirect, which was direct-/ gre 


ed against the voters. Neither was 
there a conspiracy against individ- 
-uals because testimony was that 
voters in the precinct

Last year’s income for 
this group exceeded that of 1930 
by $2,990,960, but the number of 
individual taxpayers declined by 
12,871, or 23.8 per cent, from 53,998 
in 1930 to 41,127 in 1936. Similarly, 
taxable income of individuals last 
year was 18.9 per cent less than in 
1929, while the number of these 
taxpayers fell by 17,758, or 30.1 per 
cent, from 58,885 in 1929

a breakdown for 1935 showed that 
81,200 taxpayers with taxable in- 
comes of less than $2000 each had 
aggregate taxable income of $19,- 
800,764, and 4010 taxpayers with 
incomes between $2000 and $5000 
each had aggregate taxable income 
of $12,700,705, while the remaining 
2694 taxpayers with incomes ex- 
ceeding $5000 had aggregate tax- 
able income of $38,889,634.

Corporations had taxable income 
of $44,138,488 in 1936, or almost ex- 
actly half of the 1929 record of $88,- 
829,343 and about 80 per cent of 
the next largest sum, $55,505,994 in 
1930, For corporations the low 
point was $26,734,858 in 1934, but 
this varied by only a few thousand 
dollars from 1932. Last year’s cor- 
poration income showed an increase 
of 57. per cent over 1935. 

Although the aggregate taxable 
income of individuals and corpora- 
tions was only 5.9 per cent less. last 
year than in 1930, the number of 
taxpayers was 23.1 per cent fewer. 
The number of taxpayers in both 
groups fell from 62,439 in 1929 and 
56,597 in 1930 to 32,605 in 1933 and 
rose to 43,504 last year. The State 
began requiring verified es. of 
Federal income tax returns 
and about the same time undertook 
more intensive efforts to levy on 
incomes.

New Federal Tax a Factor. 

Coale, in answer to an inquiry 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter, ex- 
pressed the belief that the increased 
income of individuals and corpora- 
tions was due to improved business 
conditions generally. He thought 
the new Federal tax on corporate 
surpluses, which brought about 
larger dividends, was one factor in 
increasing individual incomes. 

The increase in individual returns 
for 1936 over 1935 was 4826, or 13.2 
per cent, there having been 36,601 
in 1935, when the taxable income 
was $67,690,008. Some delayed 1936 
returns will be added later.

be“ MANEUVERS 


All Units Take Part in All 
Types of Formation on 
Way to Hawaii.

ABOARD BATTLESHIP PENN-

„ April 17.—The United 
States fleet was “fighting” its way 
to the Hawaiian Islands tonight. 
very hour is an hour. of action. 
All units are engaged—the battle 
force, scouting force, aircraft 
squadrons, destroyer divisions, 
cruiser divisions, submarine divi- 
sions, minecraft and the base force 
of supply and repair ships. 

The units form and reform in 
various types of opposing force to 
stage every conceivable kind of 
"naval maneuver. 

Admiral Arthur J. Hepburn, com- 
mander-in-chief, took his fleet to 
sea Friday morning. 

From the bases at San Pedro and 
San Diego the warships moved out 
under actual battle conditions. The

They mopped 
up just as they would in time of 
war, when an enemy might seek 
to block. a harbor entrance with 
contact mines, 

Rendezvous at sea followed and 
exercises began. They will con- 
tinue day and night as the fleet 
twists its way westward.

pany. 

This message to the workers, who 
walked out April 9 when the com- 
pany refused to recognize the John 
L. Lewis union as their collective 
bargaining agent, followed the col- 
lapse of Hepburn’s second effort to 
arrange a settlement between the 
company and union officers. 

Hepburn blamed Homer Martin, 
U AW A president, and Hugh 
Thompson, union organizer in 
charge of the strike, for failure of 
his conciliation efforts. 

“I have declared in no uncertain 
terms that there is no room in this 


country for John L. Lewis hire- 
lings,” Hepburn said. “I am calling 
on the workers to end this econom- 
ic loss by organizing and sending 
to this office men who truly repre- 
sent them. 

“Here they will find a friend in 
court who will not attempt to fool 
them as Martin and Thompson have 


done.

Applications of the McCrory 
Stores Corporation and the Kresge 
Co. for temporary restraining or- 
ders to prevent picketing of their 
stores by three labor unions will be 
heard at 10 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing before United States District 
Judge George H. Moore; who yes- 
terday overruled a motion to dis- 
miss injunction suits in which the 
temporary orders were asked. 

‘The motion to dismiss was filed: 
by Paul Dillon, attorney for the 


union, affiliated with the American’ 


Federation of Labor, and their busi- 
ness agents named in the petitions. 
They were: ‘Kitty Amsler, Wait- 
resses’ Union Local 249; ‘Vernon 
Housewright, Clerks’ Union Local 
655, and Jesse K. Keller, Cooks’ 
Union Local 26. 

Dillon appeared after accepting 
notice of the suits from. Wayne 
Ely, attorney for the companies, 
who served him after Judge Moore 
had dismissed restraining orders 
Friday upon finding that in issuing 
them he had not, complied with a 
court rule providing that notice 
must be served on the opposite 
party unless showing is made that 
irreparable damage or loss would 
result from failure to obtain an im- 
mediate restraining order. 

What Conipanies Allege. 

The injunction petitions alleged 
that more than 90 per cent of the 
employes at the McCrory store at 
425 North Sixth street, and the 
Kresge stores at 516 and 522 Wash- 
ington avenue had voted to select 
committees of fellow-workers as 
their representatives for collective 
bargaining. Consequently,. it was 
contended, under the Wagner La- 
bor Relations Act, the companies 
could not recognize the unions since 
majorities of employes had organ- 
ized company unions and selected 
their own committees for negotia- 
tions with the managements. 

Arguing against Dillon’s motion 
for dismissal of the injunction suits,

FARLEY STILL SURE 


OF COURT SUnEME 


Dedicating Postoffice, Says He 
Is as Sure as He Was 
Last November. :

PERTH AMBOY, N. J., April 17. 
—Postmaster-General James A; 
Farley dedicated the city’s new 
Federal building today and, as has 
become his custom on these occa- 
sions, predicted victory for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's court scheme. 

He deviated from his prepared 
address to say “I am just as cer- 
tain as I was about Maine and Ver- 
mont that the reorganization plan 
will be carried out.” 

“When the Senate and House fin- 
ish their hearings and decide to vote 
on the plan it will be adopted and 
become a law,” he said. “I believe 
that the same people who support- 
ed President Roosevelt last Novem- 
ber want the court program carried 
out.” 5 

Introduced by State Attorney- 
General David T. Wilentz as “one 
of the ablest men in the President’s 
Cabinet,” the Democratic National 
Chairman traced development of 
the postal service and emphasized 


‘the “great strides and improve- 


ments made in the air mail serv- 


jice.” 


“Tt is now ‘possible for mail to be 
transported by air from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific in 16 hours,” he 
said, “and, within the past year 
and a half, we have instituted a 
trans-Pacific air mail service which 
has reduced transmission time of 
mails between United States and 
the Far East from 18 days to five 
and one-half days.”

J. R. Crowley Pleads Guilty After 
Series of Offenses; Receives 
Consecutive Penalties. 


James R. Crowley, 24-year-old la- 
borer, 3815 Philbrook avenue, Pine 
Lawn, was sentenced to the Work- 
house for 30 days, fined $85 and 
costs and forbidden to drive his au- 
tomobile in the city until Dec. 24, 
1938, by Police Judge Edward M. 
Ruddy yesterday. 

On pleas of guilty, Growler was 
fined $25 for careless driving and 
his license was suspended for six 
months. For driving when his li- 
cense was already under suspension 
he was sentenced to 30 days in the 
Workhouse and his license was sus- 
pended an additional six months. 
For destruction of city property he 
was fined $10.. These charges grew 
out of an accident in the 5500 block 
of Natural Bridge avenue April 3, 
when Crowley's automobile knocked 
down a light standard. He told po- 
lice a tire blew out, causing the 
accident. 

An additional $50 fine and an- 
other six-month license suspension 
was assessed against Crowley for 
speeding 40 miles an hour March 24 
on Natural Bridge avenue.

In Its Price Class in 
Gas Economy Contest 


In an economy run of 352 miles 
to and from Yosemite Valley su- 
pervised by the A. A. A. in Cali- 
fornia recently, a Cord Westchester 
sedan was awarded the cup for 
best performance in its pride class, 
$1801 and up. The car carried five 
passengers and baggage, the total 
weight being 5000 pounds. 

The run, it was said, was made 
under the worst conditions _encoun- 
tered in years on similar tests in 
California. A message said: 

“Of the 352 miles, 88 were in 


snow and ice. Temperatures in the 
mountains were as low as 18 de- 
grees above zero. Snow on the level 
in Yosemite Valley was four feet 
deep. The entire ‘Ridge Route’ 
was ice-coated, and there was a 
cross wind estimated at 60 miles 


per hour. On the run, there were 
94 miles of grades up to 15 per 
cent.” 

The message said that the Cord 
did 18-24 miles to the gallon of gaso- 
line for 352 miles, and covered the 
distance in 10 hours and seven 
minutes despite the grades and 
bad weather and the fact that skid 
chains were not used, and anti- 
freeze could not be used in radia- 
tors.

Auxiliary Headlight 
Designed to Prevent

A new driving light, designed to 
help motorists not to overdrive the 
raye from their headlights, is an- 
nounced by the F. S. Wiemeyer Co., 
distributer.

In mak- 
ing its investigations, the commis- 
sion would have the authority to 
subpena witnesses and to examine 
all books, records and payrolls of 
any firm or corporation employing 
women and minors, relating to the 
matter of wages.

National League. Teams to Introduce 25 New Men This 


Week as Championship 


Races. Open in 8 Cities. 


By Herman Wecke 
When the major league clubs begin the annual pennant races 
this wéek, there will be many new faces in the lineups of the 16 
clubs which will fight it out for the National and American League 
championships. Present indications point to 40 new athletes, which 
‘means that about 25 per cent of the athletes will be newcomers to 


their respective clubs. 

Of this number, 2 will be with 
clubs in the National and 16 with 
American League teams. Of this 
total, 24 of the athletes were in 
the minors in 1936, while 16 were 
with other members under the big 
‘tent. Sixteen minor league grad- 
‘yates appear to have made the 
‘starting grade in the National and 


eight in the American. 


Three teams, all in the Ameri- 
can, will show no new faces. These 
are the World Champion Yankees, 
Tigers and White Sox. 

Each of the St. Louis clubs will 


‘show new players in the opening 
day batting order. For the Cardi- 
nals, Stanley Bordagaray, obtained 
in a trade with the Dodgers last 
winter, has replaced Terry Moore 
in center field. Jimmy Brown, 
from Rochester, is scheduled to 
start the campaign at third, while 
Mickey Owen from Columbus is 
down to do the catching. In addi- 
ion to this trio, the Redbirds are 
counting on Don Padgett, an out- 
fielder from Columbus, to be of 
some value to the team in the 1937 
flag struggle. 
The Reconstructed Browns. 

When Rogers Hornsby leads his 
forces on the field at Sportsman’s 
Park next Tuesday there will be 
five new faces in the lineup. Bill 
Knickerbocker, Joe Vosmik and 
Oral Hildebrand, who were obtain- 
ed from the Indians, will be in the 
battle front, at shortstop, left field 
and on the hurling hill, respective- 
ly. In addition, Ethan Allen, snar- 
ed from the Cubs, appears to have 
the call over Sammy West in cen- 
ter, while Harry Davis, obtained 
from Toledo, will be at first base 
instead of the veteran Jim Bottom- 
ley. In addition to these changes, 
Manager Hornsby himself plans to 
open at second base, which means 
that only Bell, Clift and Hemsley 
of the 1936 starters will be at their 
regular posts. No tearm in either 
league will show as many changes 


as the Browns. 

Two former Browns, Lyn Lary, 
shortstop; and Julius Solters, left 
fielder, are scheduled to start for 
the Indians. Unless there is a sud- 
den change in the condition of Mel 
Almada, injured outfielder, the 
“gold-plated” Red Sox will start 
with four newcomers in the lineup. 
At second base will be Bobby Doerr, 
a §0-year-old star from the Pacific 
Coast League. Buster Mills, a for- 
mer Cardinal, will be in left field. 
He was with Rochester last season. 
Frank Higgins, third sacker from 
the Athletics, will hit in fifth place, 
while Dominic Dellesandro is down 
to open in right field in place of 
Almada. In addition, Eric McNair 
will probably open at first instead 
of the ailing Jimmy Foxx. 

Mack’s Drastic Experiment 

Connie Mack will begin the cam- 
paign with a collegian in center 
field and serving as leadoff batter. 
He is Floyd Yount, who until last 
February, when the Mackmen start- 
ed for Mexico attended Wake For- 
est College. Bill Werber, late of 
the Red Sox or Russ Peters, from 
the Association, will be at third, 
while Parker, another former col- 
legian will start at second if Chal- 
mer Cissell, former White Sox play- 
er, who last season starred with 
Baltimore has not recovered from 
injured feet. The only new man in 
the Senators’ battle front will be 
Al Simmons, recently purchased 
from the Tigers. Simmons was ob- 
tained after several minor league 
aces of 1936 failed to come up to 
expectations. 

When the Reds take the field 
against the Cardinals, two former 
Redbirds are scheduled to open 
with Dressen's club. Charley Gel- 
bert is down to play second, while 
Phil Weintraub, outfielder, who hit 
71 and batted in 98 runs for 
Rochester a year ago, will be in left 
field. Jimmy Outlaw, from Nash- 
ville, where he boasted a .331 swat 
mark has apparently chased Lew 
Riggs, a pretty good ball player off 
third base for the time being at 
least.

With Bill Terry nursing an in- 
jured knee and announcing that he 
will retire from active duty, Johnny 
McCarthy, who performed for the 
Yankees’ Newark “farm” in 1936 
will be at first base, while Louis 
Chiozza, obtained from the Phillies 
will be at third.

Dough Bait Recipe. 

Several requests have come in for 
dough bait recipes and where they 
are best used. This bait is best 
suited for carp and catfish but can 
be used for other fresh water fish 
when necessary. 

Either ordinary kitchen flour or 
bean flour can be used and should 
be placed in a pan with sugar and 
then moistened enough to become 
pasty. Shreds of cotton, stirred 
around with the paste adds nothing 
to the temptingness of the bait but 
will keep it on the hook for a long- 
er period. Sweet potatoes are often 
used in place of the cotton. White 
meat is also sometimes added as a 
further flavoring but for the most 
part it is not considered so good.

In fact, 90 per 
cent of American-made fly-rod reels 
are not heavy enough, experts be- 
lieve. If the rod weighs five ounces 
the reel should weigh six, or prefer- 
ably seven. 

“Actually, fishing writers are to 
blame,“ says Forrest, “because for 
years they have been saying that 
the reel in fly-fishing doesn't mat- 
ter. It matters plenty ... unless 
you don’t care about balance and 
have a wrist like a blacksmith.”

NEW YORK, April 17—As the 


| ‘recovery spiral swings upward and 


industrial pay envelopes fatten, the 
average city wage earner is more 
apt to purchase his own home than 
either his white-collar or profes- 
sional brother. 

This was indicated by a study of 
consumer spending habits recently 
made by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics which showed 50 per cent 
of the wage earners in Chicago 
making between $3500 and $5000 a 
year were their own landlords, 
whereas 36 per cent of the clerks 
and 31 per cént of the professional 
men were home-owners. 

This is a radical change from 
the relationship existing in the 
low-income group, earning up to 
$1000 a year. At this level 23 per 
cent of the professional men paid 
taxes rather than rent, against 13 
per cent for wage-earners and 11 
per cent for the clerical force. 

Parental assistance is said to 
have played a part in the fact that 
almost one-quarter of the doctors, 
dentists and so on could afford to 
own homes on about $20 a week. 
The theory is that since dad could 
afford expensive years of schooling, 
he is willing in many instances to 
“get his boy off on the right foot” 
with the gift of a home in a desir- 
able neighborhood. 

Emerging from the low-income 
class, however, the wage earner— 
working on a daily, hourly or piece 
rate basis rather than salary— 
takes on the responsibility of a 
home with increasing rapidity. 
From $2000 a year upward, he holds 
an undisputed lead in the race. 

The white-collar group also stops 
paying rent steadily as its income 
rises, although at a slower pace. 

The survey discloses no trend to- 
ward home-ownership among pro- 
fessional men as their income foots 
up until it passes the $4500 annual 
mark, when it jumps sharply.

As the targets are 
thrown from two opposing traps 40 
yards apart, participants shoot 
from eight different posts, spaced 
within a distance of 31 feet on a 
60-foot radius from post No. 8, 
which is half-way between the two 
On the first round 
a single target is thrown from each 
trap at every post and on the sec- 
ond trip doubles are thrown in- 
stantaneously at posts one, two, six 
and seven. The first shot missed is 
immediately shot again as a “re- 


peat.” 

This shoofing of clay pigeons is 
becoming more and more popular, 
so there are in the United States 
now over 2000 skeet fields on which 
50,000 men, women, boys and girls 
try their skill. Last year the sec- 
ond National Skeet championships 
were held in St. Louis at the Bridle- 
spur Hunt Club, Clayton and Denny 
roads. There is a practical reason 
behind the growth in the popular- 
ity of the sport—wild game is get- 
ting scarce, and, of a necessity, the 
thrill of bettering the score is re- 
placing the thrill of an open field, 
hunting dogs and a gun in the 
crook of the arm. 

Old hunting togs give way to 
smart suede jackets and skirts for 
women, and men find a jaunty 
feather in the hat band, or even 
a string of feathers around the hat, 
does something for the morale. 
When women enter a sport they 
dress it up. On the jackets of both 
men and women are various em- 
broidered felt emblems, depending 
on experience and skill at skeet.

MY YOUNG FRIEND'S first 
question on this subject was, “Do 
I really need a decorator when,

Granted she knows what effect 
she hopes to get, does she know 
how to get it? She may have 
definitely made up her mind that 
she wants English eighteenth cen- 
tury furniture, but does she know 
whether she wants the rather for- 
mal, dignified effect of Chippen- 
dale pieces; the lighter, gayer 
mood of the Adam brothers and 
Sheraton; or these English pieces 
combined with a modern back- 
ground? And even if she knows 
what type she wants; can she dis- 
criminate sufficiently between the 
different styles of this one period 
well enough to get the type of 
room she has visualized?

Most shops and stores are not 
only willing but anxious to take 
care of small jobs, and they have 
people in their organizations who 
specialize in this type of work. 
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ply to many persons something 
elaborate, fancy or expensive. 
That is because they are thinking 
of “la haute cuisine” (the cdokery 
of the chef), which must be dis- 
tinguished from “la cuisine de fa- 
mille” known to most French peo- 
ple in their own homes. As is the 
case in our own country, this cook- 
ery differs in the north and south 
of France and has minor variations 
in this town and that. In the north 
and center, where there are herds 
and pasturage, much butter is used 
in cooking. In stony Provence, 
olive oil is given preference. Fish 
from the warm Mediterranean wa- 
ters, having less flavor than those 
from the Atlantic, require more sea- 
soning. Hence bouillabaisse in Mar- 
seilles, and other fish soups fla- 
vored with herbs. 

Although I serve the simple dishes 
I learned to cook in France without 
insisting on telling their story, I 
do not like to give away the recipes 
without a tribute to those who gave 
them to me. For soupe a l’oignon, 
and blanquette de veau to be fully 
appreciated, should be presented 
against their native background. 
We stayed in a blessed old town 
near Fontainebleau all summer, 
renting most of the ground floor of 
a stone house opening onto a gar- 
den. Our landlady kept the second 
floor and her salon, the big front 
room downstairs, and did her cook- 
ing in a little grape arbor by the 
front gate. There she had a char- 
coal stove. I might add that she 
also had an ever-present little 
grandson—Andre—in a blue and 
white checked apron with a leath- 
er belt, who ate with her in the ar- 
bor, his porringer on his knees. 
Sundays Madame received, calmly 
and benignly, an invading and rath- 
er quarrelsome horde of family out 
from Paris, to be feted in the salon 
by means of the arbor equipment. I 
learned a great deal from Madame 
Arnoux. 

Part of her wisdom was to feed 
her hungry trotip plenty of hors 
d’oeuvres so that they would not 
require so much of the other things. 
And when the tomatoes were ripe 
and juicy (no use attempting any- 
thing with a pale, hard tomato) she

HILE in France I thought 
W. ought to make some in- 

vestigation of “French 
toast,” a delicacy of my child- 
hood. My “encyclopedia,” in the 
arbor, had never heard of it. 
“Connais pas,” she said, and in- 
sisted that my “French toast” 
did not exist in France. In its 
place she offered le Pain Perdu 
which she assured me, “children 
are very fond of.” It seems to 
be the French version of French 
toast and rather better. I can 
still see little Andre licking his 
spoon. 

The recipe: 

Twelve slices stale bread. 

One pint milk, more if the 
bread is very dry. 

Two tablespoonsful sugar. 

Cinnamon to taste, or one- 
half teaspoon vanilla. 

Two eggs, slightly beaten. 

Three tablespoons butter. 

Put the milk, sugar and fla- 
vorings in one soup @ish or shal- 
low bowl and the eggs in an- 
other. Heat a skillet, melt one 
tablespoon butter for each three 
slices. of toast. Dip bread first 
in the milk, then in the egg— 
turning on both sides in the lat- 
ter. Brown at once in the hot 
butter and serve directly in 
plates. The object is to have a 
perfectly browned slice which is 
soft inside. Approximate yield, 
six portions.

TOMATOES A L’ECHALOTE 


One-half cup olive oil. 

Two tablespoons vinegar. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Six shallots, finely chopped. 

One-half cup finely chopped pars- 
ley. 

Twelve large, ripe tomatoes. _ 

Combine oil, vinegar and salt. 
Beat well. Add shallots and pars- 
ley. Wash and slice tomatoes. Place 
in layers in large bowl, with dress- 
ing between and on top. Approxi- 
mate yield, six portions. Serve with 
crusty French or Italian bread. Be 
sure to make plenty. 

Pot-au-feu is one of the humblest 
national dishes. Because it is cheap, 
because the flavor is excellent, be- 
cause it is so French and because 
men usually like it, I give the recipe 
here. Above all, in the making pot- 
au-feu must not boil, must merely 
“shivver” as the French say, with 
just one bubble coming up persist- 
ently to show that it is at the right 
point. Boiling would make the meat 
hard, 

POT-AU-FEU 

Two pounds plate beef (or to 
quote one cookbook, “If you are go- 
ing to have company, get brisket.“) 

One large clove garlic. 

One and one-half teaspoons salt. 

Two quarts water. 

Four large leeks. 

Two bunches carrots. 

Four small white turnips. 

Four smal onions. 

Place meat in earthen marmite or 
enamel kettle with the garlic, salt 
and water, and set it over slow fire. 
As the mixture approaches the boil- 
ing point, skim off the gray foam 
which rises. In the meantime, peel 
and cut vegetables up lengthwise, 
leaving the leeks whole. The leeks 
should have most of the green 
trimmed off. (Slit them at the 
green end and wash out the sand 
under the faucet). 

As the pot begins to boil, add the 
vegetables and again bring to the 
boiling point, then regulate the fire 
so that the broth will barely sim- 
mer, covered, for 
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hours. Approximate yield, six por- 
tions. 

Whén you are about to serve, 
skim the well flavored fat from 
the bouillon and keep it for frying 
potatoes at some future date. Then 
your the bouillon over slices of dry 
bread or toast and serve. Arrange 
the meat (which should be falling 
from the bones and very tender) 
on a platter surrounded by the 
vegetables, and be sure to have 
some French mustard to pass. With 
a round of salad you have a meal. 

The pot-au-feu perfected, I need- 
ed to know how to make something 
more elegant to set before company. 
Madame Arnoux suggested blan-

quette de veau. I recalled the 
soothing effect of this bland con- 
coction on her obstreperous family 
the day they partook of it. They 
wandered about the garden posi- 
tively amiable and affectionate. Ot 
course, Madame served it as an 
entree, unaccompanied by anything 
but bread, but I garnished it for 
American friends with green peas, 
or even with a fluff of mashed po 
tatoes, thus incorporating it into 
an American meal. (Oh, the piles 
of plates required for those perfect 
French dejeuners where one thing 
comes on at a time, even potatoes.) 

The excellence of a blanquette de 
veau consists in its whiteness, its 
smoothness, its delicate flavor, it 
is a favorite. 


BLANQUETTE DE VEAU 


Two pounds of veal, cut in small 
pieces. 

Four small carrots. 

Four small white turnips. 

Four small white onions. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Pinch of white pepper. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One-half pound mushrooms. 

Yolks of two eggs. 

Juice of half a lemon. 

Put the meat to soak in cold un- 
salted water for 20 minutes while 
vegetables are peeled and sliced. 
Then pour off water (which has 
served to whiten the meat) and ar- 
range meat with vegetables and sea- 
soning in a saucepan with water to 
cover, Cover and bring slowly to 
a boil, skimming from time to time. 
Let “shivver” in covered dish for at 
least two hours, never boiling 
rapidly. 

Remove meat and keep warm; 
skim out vegetables. Melt butter 
in skillet, add flour. Add thin 
broth from meat and when it boils 
add mushrooms peeled and sliced. 
This mushroom sauce should cook 
for 20 mintRes and should be thick 
and clear. When about to serve re- 
move from fire and add slowly to 
the slightly beaten egg yolks. At 
the very last, add the lemon juice 
and the veal; reheat, but do not 
boil. Serve in a shallow bow! or 
deep platter. Approximate yield:

Along the line of French econ- 


omy there is the treatment of the 


roast. When the roast is put upon 
the table for the first time it is 
served without a made sauce. There 
is-only the juice of the meat in the 
platter, what we call “dish gravy.” 
Thig is thought quite sufficient for 
so excellent an offering. All the 
richly flavored, brown basting

IN THE SPRING when gardens 
and parks are aglow with the 
blooming daffodils ig the time to 
make one’s selection for fall plant- 
ing. For no catalogue description 
can equal the beauty of the flower 


the latest in daffodils will probably 
get a good deal of pleasure out of 
paying from $2 to $5 for a single 
bulb, but with the great number of 
new varieties now available any- 
one can get choice selections for 
from $2 to $2.50 a dozen. 

Plant them properly and they 
will ask nothing more of you until 
they become too crowded to bloom 
well, then they can be lifted, di- 
vided and reset. A dozen bulbs be- 
‘come 100 in about five years. 

Beginners often make the mis- 
take of planting their daffodils too 
close together. There should be 
three or four inches each way be- 
tween bulbs to properly show off 
the flower and the foliage. The 
general rule is to plant at a depth 
of two and a half times the thick- 
ness of the bulb, in a spot where 
there is plenty of sunshine and 
good drainage. Like everything 
else, they like attention, and a deep- 
ly dug, well enriched bed will be 
to their liking even though they do 
not require it. Fresh manure 
should never de used for daffodils 
unless it is put at the bottom of a 
deeply dug bed and well covered. 
Bommeal is their best fertjlizer 
and should be used at the rate of 
about two ounces to the square 
yard. It is the nature of the daffo- 
dil to root early and if planted in 
September they will have better 
flowers. But they grow like Top- 
sies here and will do pretty well 
if planted any time in fall. 
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BY CAREFULLY selecting dif- 
ferent varieties of daffodils one 
can have quite a long season of 
bloom. Beginning in ch, Mini- 
mus blooms forth often to encoun- 
ter a very chilly reception. This 
tiny Narcissus grows only three 
inches high with flowers not larg- 
er than the end of one’s thumb. 
Sprinkled through the rock garden 
they seem to be blowing their small 
golden trumpets to hurry along the 
spring show. 

Other good rock garden subjects, 
coming just a little later, are the 
Triandus and Cyclamineus hybrids. 
These have drooping flowers’ heads 
and bloom several to a stem. They 
like damp, half shade, so should be 
placed low in the rock garden 
where they get some protection. 
The real Jonquils will be about the 
next to bloom. While incorrectly 
giving their name to the whole 
daffodil group, these delightfully 
fragrant little flowers are perhaps 
the least known. They are a dis- 
tinctive type of Narcissus, bearing 
their flowers in clusgters’on long 
stems above reed-like foliage. Then 
in succession come.the giant trum- 
pets, the incomparabilis or medium 
trumpets, and the Barri or Leedsi 
groups with short, flat cups. King

This 
gives a flavor that cannot be ob- 
tained in any other way. 

A lobster club sandwich can be 
recommended for the bridge-club 
members and hot bacon and cheese 
toasted sandwiches for the “gang.” 

Lots of people like a sandwich 
loaf, perhaps because it gives them 
an opportunity to show what they 
can do by way of effecting combi- 
nations in fillings that look as well 
as they taste. Not infrequently the 
sandwich takes on a gaiety by 
means of the vegetable coloring 
(just a drop or two) that is added 
to the cream cheese, when cream 
cheese is part of the “in-between.”

If 
you are, the remedy lies in oiling. 
Both internally and externally. Eat 
more oily foods—butter, olive oil, 


do two things: To push back the 
cuticle and to massage the nails 
about the tip. It will take less than 
a minute to do both. 

In the column at the right I am 
giving you the essentials of the 
manicure. So, don’t worry. Let me 
now give you several other nail 
hints. Never allow metal to go 
beneath the nails. That skin is 
overly sensitive, predisposed to

nail white pencil. Remember, too, 
the worth of the lemon. Lemon 
juice is both a’tonic and a bleach. 


Refrain from cutting the cuticle 
unless neglect has made it a neces- 
sity. That way hangnails lie. 

There are oily polish removers 
now on the market, and oily cuticle 
removers. There are liquid enam- 
els, and there are dry polishes which 
necessitate the use of a buffer. All 
are good, and I have found that a 
buffer is especially helpful for nail 
health. 


When it comes to nail polishes, 
we Americans have a wide range 
from which to choose, especially 
among those of the liquid type. 
They may be either transparent or 
creamy, and shades are so variegat- 
ed that we may have them either to 
harmonize with our costume, or 
many times-—-in the scale of reds— 
to match the lips or to carry out 
certain decorative notes on a frock. 
Tinted nails give a needed accent 
to many a costume—a fashion hint 
which smart women are quick to

THE TREATMENT has been 
broadened to apply to other condi- 
tions. For instance, to prepare pa- 
tients for surgical operations. One 
such case concerned a minor op- 
eration under general anesthetic, 
lasting 10 minutes, performed on a 
young woman 24 years of age. This 
patient intended to go home the 
evening of the surgical procedure, 
but it was three days before she 
was well enough, and had recovered 
from her ether sickness, to leave 
the hospital. Six months later it 
was necessary to do a more severe 
operation on this patient.

The action of raw apple pulp is 
somewhat similar to that seen in 
the intestinal disturbance known as 
sprew, sometimes found in the 
southern part of the United States. 
This can be cured practically with- 
out the use of medication by a diet 
consisting of strawberries and vis- 
ceral products such as liver and 
kidney.

HOW OLD must a habit be be- 

fore it ig a habit that can be de- 
pended upon to work its way with- 
out direction and impulsion from 
the person concerned?

Usually a habit is set by long 
practice, uninterrupted, successful 
practice over a period of years. 
Time and practice are the essen- 
tial factors in setting any habit. 
It is certain that many desirable 
habits require the full period from 
birth through adolescence for 
their setting. Few worth while 


10. Those based upon instinct 
and need usually hold by that 
time, but those worthy ones that 
have to do with taste, social ad- 
justments, correct and profitable 
behavior, have to be cultivated 
over a longer period.

READING is first a task, then a 
habit. The sort of reading that 
is selected is a matter of taste. 
Taste is cultivated over a long 
period, improving by profitable 
experiences. Time is needed here. 
Manners are a matter of time 
and experience, Again time must 
be allowed for their cultivation. 
They are not instinctive, but ap- 
plied on the surface of nature, 
and much time and practice is 
needed to make them stick.

WALTER WANGER produc- 
A tion on the screen can usually 

be recognized a mile off, or 
as far as the back row of the bal- 
cony in a de luxe house, and “His- 
tory Is Made at Night,” on Loew’s 
program, is no exception. Here is 
something with the Wanger stamp 
on it, a picture with new plot situ- 
ations, with mature angles to ro- 


mance and a selection of fine ac- 
tors. 


Eventas “The President Van- 
ishes,” Private Worlds” and 
“Shanghai” seemed a little odd, so 
does “History Is Made at Night,” 
but it satisfies the first require- 
ment of picture entertainment. It 
entertains, it interests. Maybe the 
scholars will not accept it, maybe 
the experts on this or that will 
look down their noses, but the pa- 
trons won't take their eyes off it. 

Three characters are at grips, of 
one kind and another, all through 
the unreeling.

Jean 
has obtained one of those better- 
be-careful divorces, like Mrs. Simp- 
son’s, and the Meanest Man tries to 


spoil it and make her come back 


to him. Boyer, gallant gentleman, 
helps the lady in the moment of 
distress and double-cross. 

Arising quite naturally, under the 
circumstances, are unusual compli- 
cations. Clive kills his own chauf- 
feur, to throw the blame on Boyer, 
but Clive himself can’t identify 
Boyer in court, since he has never 
seen him in the light. Jean real- 
izes she cannot be found in Boyer's 
company or he will be revealed to 
Clive, so agrees to go back to Clive. 
Boyer pursues the two of them 
from Paris to America, gets an- 
other job as headwaiter in order 
to set himself across Jean’s path. 

More and more, “History Is Made 
at Night” veers away from the fa- 
miliar marked routes of screen 
play writing. Finally the diabolical 
Clive contrives his most heartless 
scheme to get rid of the lovers 
and sends a huge ocean liner 
crashing into an iceberg. It's quite 
a sight, probably not quite germane 
to the foregoing drama, but none 
the less thrilling. 

The acting is splendid. Boyer 
seems almost to haye a dining- 
room ancestry and is, off-duty, the 
perfect lover. Miss Arthur, with 
a different hair dress and more 
flattering photography, becomes an 
entirely new screen personality and

an Isadora Duncan as well. Clive, 
cold as the North Atlantic waters, 
often surpasses the other two and 
by his marvelous wickedness, con- 
siderably raises the odds. 

“Elephant Boy” affords wide con- 
trast. Director Robert Fiaherty’s 
type of movie has not had general 
appeal, “Man of Aran,” which he 
made jast and which has not been 
equalled for sheer cinematic beauty, 
never got into one of the big first- 
run houses here, In “Elephant Boy,” 
Fiaherty has jumped from Ireland 
to India. People like animals, peo- 
ple like Rudyard Kipling stories, so 
“Elephant Boy” has better fortune. 

The film is from Kipling’s “Too- 
mai of the Elephants,” has more 
elephants than “Trader Horn,” it 
seems, and surely the biggest triink- 
toter in the world.

WAVE of indignation is sweeping the 
country with the mounting toll of 
automobile deaths. 

The National Safety Council reports 
38,500 for 1936. Since we have no uniform 
standards for defining intoxication, no 
one can declare positively how many of 
these deaths were caused by alcohol, but 
estimates run from 25 per cent to 60 per 
cent. The record of increase in automo- 
bile accidents closely parallels the in- 
crease in drinking. United States Vital 
Statistics, Dec. 20-Feb. 13, show a 40-per- 
cent tise in automobile deaths, while In- 
ternal Revenue, for about the same peri- 
od, notes a 40-per-cent increase in liquor 
consumption. 

The effects of alcohol, which have been 
established by scientific research, were 
not repealed along with the eighteenth 
amendment, Every school pupil should 
teceive adequate instruction as to those 
effects, and the school authorities should 
be held responsible for neglect in this re- 
spect.

The United States Steel 
Corporation is one of the “captive mine” operators. 
All those companies mine their coal cheaply, 
what with their low wages, their “scrip,” their man- 
agerial technique and their absolute overlordship; so 
cheaply that unionized’ mines cannot compete with 
them. They have become, a witness asserted, a prob- 
lem for the whole coal-mining industry. 

The companies have been heard by the La Follette 
Committee. The Sheriff proved a fumbling, uncon- 
vincing witness, with a conveniently leaky memory. 
His head deputy, whom the committee greatly de- 
sired to hear, has disappeared, a “fugitive from the 
subpena.” The secretary of the Coal Operators’

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journal in last week's Sunday Magasine. The writer, 
Douglas Haskell, devoted a generous allotment of 
emphasis to Missouri’s heritage and present ten- 
actiog more emphatic than gratitude. The author 
showed a judicious regard for established trends. 
He tempered his criticism also by a more than per- 
tunctory regard for the rules of hospitality. 

In epitomizing Mr. Haskell’s findings and reading 
into them their inherent logical implications, native 
architects and clients needn't be so dainty with 
their own habits and feelings as this courteous visi- 
tor chose to be. His omissions are eloquent. 

However, three essentials of a positive sort stick 
out—all of them apt and close to home. He praised 
the stately brick houses ‘of Missouri’s French and 
German pioneers,‘ He spoke in a kindly vein of 
the untaught, unself-conscious architecture we de- 
vote to such merely utilitarian structures as silos, 
grain elevators and tourist camps. The last seemed 
to him in fact hopeful prognoses of future housing 
trends. Thirdly, he lashed out with studied ve- 
hemence against the dominant tendency in all Amer- 
ican design—the process of eclecticism. , 

As this writer uses the term, electicism is that 
diffident disdain for one’s own culture and slavish 
gadding after whatever is ancient and exotic to it, 
which is the very core of provincial gaucherie. 
Every street and lane here is rife with it. Ap- 
propriated New ngland, Virginian and Buropean 
styles of the past and the “modernism” of the 
206 seem the only sources of colloquial inspira- 
tion. It is as if every builder were intent on going 
the parvenu who adopts other people's ancestors 
one better. Now Mr. Haskell ff justly sympathetic 
with the American “intent upon discovering and 
evolving the architecture that belongs to him 
Such a bulk of indigenous or naturalized past con- 
struction,” he says, “some of it entirely unpubli- 
cized, should form a national heritage already ade- 
quate .. . to indicate the unlimited nature of 
architectural opportunity.” Explicitly, this means 
that Missourians who examine the nice proportions 
and imitate the dignity and idiomatic originality of 
brick town houses in Boonville, Ste. Genevieve and 
South St, Louis may evolve from these a style ap- 
propriate to modern usage, one with equal stateli- 
ness and taste. Conversely, those who ape the 
“Colonial,” the timbered Hlizabethan and the Roman, 
are cheating themselves with their own intellectual 
dishonesty and their hinterlandish mistrust of the 
legitimacy of their own antecedents. That sin glares 
from the facades of every other expensive mansion 
and suburban cottage in this vicinity. 

Now architecture may (perhaps it must) be the 
healthier for deriving naturally from its sectional 
past, and eclecticism applied to the so-called modern 
style is usually as gawky and repulsive as any other 
kind. But if ancient styles are lifted bodily and 
“adapted” to uses they cannot fill, the result is 
inefficient, uneconomical and inartistic. Gothic sky- 


Building (antecedent of all honest skyscrapers) are 
as inappropriate as a neolithic bathroom in any 
setting. Another example: Stables were removed 
from houses for olfactory, not esthetic, reasons, 
and automobiles are free from the domestic sins 
biologically inherent in horses; architects can save 
yards and yards of garden space by recognizing this. 

The car is key to Mr. Haskell’s principles of 
rightness, It makes country life accessible to city 
workers. Its use is costly, thus miaking small 
houses reasonable habitations for all but the very 
rich. And the way its style has developed from 
the carriage into something peculiarly suited to its“ 
own inward necessities without sacrifice of beauty 
is @ cue to the way houses might (and don't now) 
develop. Hence, this foreign observer finds in the 
vernacular architecture of the tourist camp the 
healthiest trend in American housing, one sympto- 
matic of a spacious wholesome way. of life. 
the auto trailer seems to him “a laboratory for sei- 
entific and economical shelter construetion.” 

Translated into immediate terms, all this implies 
that builders of big houses should look to Missouri’s 
past for models, and builders of bungalows might 
learn a few lessons in’ simple honesty from the 
amateurs who build tourist camps. A more realistic 
comment on the American scene and one freer from 
sentimental or revolutionary preconceptions would 
be hard to imagine.

Commissioner Says Legislation Will 
Be Submitted to Congress . 
This Week. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—Com- 
missioner William O. Douglas an- 
nounced today the Securities and 
Exchange Commission will ask 
Congress next week for power to 
regulate bondholders’ committees, 
reorganization proceedings and in- 
denture trustees. 

In a speech at the American 
University Graduate School of Pub- 
lic Affairs, he said the proposed 
legislation would give the commis- 
sion: 

“Power to prevent persons from 
acting in a fiduciary capacity as 
protective committee members if 
they have material conflicts of in- 
terest or if they take unto them- 
selves prescribed powers which 
history shows are oppressive and 
unfair. 

“Power to intervene in Federal 
reorganization proceedings and to 
lend assistance to courts in report- 
ing on plans and in acting on 
other matters pertaining to the 
administration of those estates. 

“Power to condition the contents 
of trust indentures so that trustees 
acting thereunder will assume a 
more active role.“

Radcliffe of Maryland, 
Once Roosevelt's “Boss.”

METHODIST REPORT ASSAILS 
LIQUOR AND ROOSEVELT 


New York Conférence Says Na- 
tional Administration Has Failed 
to Work for Temperance.

NEW YORK, April 17—A de- 
nunciation of liquor-drinking and 
an attack on the national adminis- 
tration were contained in a report 
adopted by the New York Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church today. 

The administration was charged 
with failing to carry on a cam- 
paign of education tending toward 
temperance, as pledged before re- 
peal of the prohibition laws. It 
also was criticised for appropriat- 
ing $1,000,000 for establishment of 
a distillery in the Virgin Islands. 

Half of last year’s 38,500 automo- 
bile fatalities were laid to intoxi- 
cated or drinking persons by the 
report. Another charge was that 
“the liquor industry is going into 
politics again in order to. prevent 
the passage of dry. laws.“ 

Urging the necessity of total ab- 
stinence, the report recommended 
that any man renting or using his 
property for the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquor be disowned as a mem- 
ber of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church.

His rise, as has been remarked, 
dates from his appointment as pro- 
fessor of public speaking at Okla- 
homa University.

HIS is a gusty tale of Merrie 

England, Gloriana’s London, 

poets and cut-purses, sea- rovers 
and blackguards, wenches and 
rakes. Mr. Cronyn, whose “The Fool 
of Venus” was popular some sea- 
sons ago, writes good historical ro- 
mance, a. genre superior in every 
way to romantic history. “Mer- 
maid Tavern” is a book without a 
thesis. It is never a slave to pe- 
destrian probability. History has 
furnished an era and a hero. The 
rest is imagination. 

Kit is a Cambridge undergrad- 
uate when we meet him first. 
Latin, poetry and barmaids are his 
life. In religion he is heretical, in 
society a boon companion. After 
taking his degree he moves into 
the great world. Lord Burghley and 
Sir Walter Raleigh are his spon- 
sors, the Mermaid his London head- 
quarters. The young poet does not 
lack for adventures. He makes love 
to Raleigh’s mistress; he is sent 
to France on a secret mission which 
has a bearing on the destiny of 
Mary of Scotland; in Paris he kills 
a man to oblige his true love, Mar- 
got. .

Returned to England, he writes 
and talks and quaffs the Mermaid's 
ale. His companions are Shake - 
speare, Green, Kyd, Nashe and all 
the others.

A lady in wait- 
ing to the queen wishes to marry 
him. At length Margot, now mis- 
tress to a diplomat, comes to Lon- 
don.

WHY WAS LINCOLN MURDERED? By

R. EISENSCHIML is careful

he cannot as yet answer with 
certainty the question posed by the 
title. He offers only an hypothesis, 
and that based largely on circum- 
stantial evidence. In spite of the 
new evidence he has himself discov- 
ered, his plea is for facts, facts, and 
more facts. Until these are ob- 
tained he can only suggest a theory, 
and suspend final judgment.

According to this hypothesis Lin- 
coln’s assassination was not the 
isolated act of a madman, but was 
only one step in a carefully thought 
out political plot. The President’s 
lenient attitude toward the South- 
ern states, threatening reinstate- 
ment of a large body of Democratic 
voters and the consequent defeat of 
the new Republican party, was ap- 
parently the cause of his death, 
The man who stood to gain most 
by Lincoln's removal, the man who 
could have prevented the tragedy, 
but did not, was the strongest lead- 
er of the Republican party at that 
time—Edwin M. Stanton, Secretary 
of War. Thus Mr, Eisenschiml ar- 


gues.

The author's account of Stanton's 
rise to importance, his use of the 
military forces of the nation for his 
own ends, the steps by which he 
removed power from the President 
and took it into his own hands, 
sounds remarkably modern. One 
feels that certain of today’s strong 
men might perhaps have gone to 
school to Stanton. He, like them, 
recognized the value of propagan- 
da, and the efficacy of a military 
court in removing (this was before 
the days of liquidation“) inconven- 
ient persons. He is here accused, 
by implication, of prolonging the 
war and sacrificing thousands of 
lives for his own political ends. 
Mr. Stanton, the reader of this 
pook will conclude, was quite a fel- 
low.

IME, that ancient enigma, has 
always played a large part in 
the novels of Virginia Woolf. 
The mystery of its passing is to 
her of absorbing interest. In “The 
Years” time becomes the dramatic 
idea underlying. the whole story. 
There is no actual plot in this rec- 
ord of the Pargiter family and its 
large circle of connections, only a 
series of loosely related impressions 
which mark the passing of 50 years, 
* . * 


There is nothing particularly un- 
usual about the group of upper 
middle-class people whose lives we 
are to follow. Colonel Abel Par- 
giter, a typical retired army of- 
ficer, has been having an unraptur- 
ous affair with a dull mistress while 
he impatiently waits for his wife's 
death. His eldest daughter, Eleanor, 
destined to spend her days caring 
for her father and dabbling in so- 
cial work, is of too cheerful a dis- 
position ever to feel the frustration 
of her existence: Delia's romantic 
admiration for Parnell and all 
things Irish leads her to marry a 
man from Ireland who proves dis- 
appointingly to be a “King-respect- 
ing, Empire-admiring country gen- 
tleman.” The youngest, red-haired, 
impetuous Rose, proves her belief 
in the suffragette cause by smash- 
ing windows and making inflamma- 
tory speeches. The boys enter dif- 
ferent fields of endeavor. Hand- 
some Edward stays at Oxford and 
becomes a Greek scholar; Morris 
never thinks of anything but law; 
while Martin is ever unsatisfied 
with his army career. All of these 
people are vividly realized as in- 
dividuals, for the author allows 
them to wander about through the 
tale exactly as they please, talk-

ing, thinking, and acting in a per- 
fectly natura] fashion. 

The introduction, in which we 
find Col, Abel and his children 
awaiting with mingled dread and 
relief the long anticipated death of 
Mrs. Pargiter, is an expert bit of 
character analysis which in subtle 
manner shows the cross-currents. of 
feelng among members of the 
household. 

The episodes which follow seem 
at first glance to have been chosen 
at random. However, all of these 
apparently unrelated scenes are 
blended in a synthesis which is En- 
gland during the last 50 years. The 
family has been touched by the 
Boer War, the World War, and the 
Irish Rebellion. Some members 
have become empire-builders; oth- 
ers have not gone beyond the con- 
fines of London. In the conclusion 
all are brought together again at 
the marvelous party given by Delia. 
The younger generation is there as 
well as the old, and the scene is ob- 
served from various points of 
view. Here the author gathers 
up all the loose threads of her nar- 
rative and weaves them into a pat- 
tern which possess both artistic 
unity and psychological accuracy. 


The most charming thing about 
this novel is not, however, its in- 
teresting unconventional structure 
nor its philosophic penetration, but 
rather the sheer loveliness of its 
lyfical style, its cadenced and 
rhythmic prose, One might quote 
examples of beauty from every 
page, but the passage which states 
the theme of the work must suf- 
fice: “Slowly wheeling, like the rays 
of a searchlight, the days, the 
weeks, the years passed one after 
another across the sky.”

—Laurance R. Plank, 


ROM the early peasant upris- 

ings of feudal Europe and the 

beginnings of Liberalism in the 
Reformation and English Civil 
Wars, Albert Weisbord here pre- 
sents an exhaustive review of po- 
litico-social philosophies to modern 
Communism. 

He classifies modern politica 
philosophies under six heads: Lib- 
eralism, Anarchism, Syndicalism, 
Socialism, Fascism and Commu- 
nism, which he describes as pRases 
of man’s effort to gain power over 
social chaos. Capitalism he does 
not regard as a distinct political or 
social philosophy; it is treated as 
a condition which exists as a suc- 
cessor to Feudalism. 

Anarchism and Syndicalism, he 
finds, are strongest in Spain and 
France. They advocate direct ac- 
tion by strikes and sabotage, and 
are dismissed as futile—Anarchism 
because of its lack of organization, 
Syndicalism. because, represénted 
primarily by the I. W. W. and trade 
unions, it has been inadequate “in 
the face of events” such as war and 
unemployment. Socialism has been 
too opportunistic, he maintains. So- 
cialists desired “to appear as revo- 
lutionists but to be free to act as 
reformists.” 

. * * 

So Weisdord's researches, and ex- 
haustive and absorbing they are, 
simmer down to his premise of a 
world-struggle between Communism 
and Fascism. It is possible, Weis- 
bord says, to pass from pre-Fascist 
Capitalism directly to the rule of 
the working class, but he belleves 
that in this country, “the measures 
of the Roosevelt administration 
have been in line with those which 
Fascists in other countries save 
brought forth.” 

Fascism, he asserts, can hawe no 
long future in America, for: “So 
virile, so energetic, so intrinsivally. 
unspoiled is the American laborer” 
that there can bé no long period 
of time between labor's awaken- 
ing and victory.” Labor's victory 
to Weisbord means, of course, Com- 
munism’s victory. 

Regardless of the author’s con- 
clusions, this work should prove 
valuable to many for its searching 
analysis of social and politica] the- 
ories.

Had I 
known how dreadfully disgusting 
it all is I would have avoided this 
war which seemed so en 
afar.” 

When a shattering diane was 
dealt to the Italian divisions in 
Guadalajara, they revealed the 
inner decay and emptiness of Fas- 
cist militarism, the real weak- 
ness of its essential human basis. 
The powerful technique, after its 
owners had lost control over it 
and over themselves, became the 
trophy of men not so well armed.

jects are often designed with the spe- 
cific purpose of adding to the vocabu- 
lary by introducing objects and ideas 
for which there are no simple equiva- 
lents, the system would seem to turn 
out youngsters not only aware of the 
living reality of facta they learn, but 
articulate—able to express them terse- 
ly and exactly. 

OST of the iets referred to 
M here have been in use at Berke- 

ley long enough so that their 
practical results are apparent. It is 
claimed that school publications be- 
ing put out by children who learned 
to read and write by these meth- 
ods show a remarkable superior- 
ity to those written and edited by pu- 
pils in orthodox grammar schools. 
Moreover high school children who 
have gone through these primary 
courses are said to be putting out pa- 
pers noticeably superior to some col- 
lege periodicals elsewhere. This may 
or may not be accurate. The cumula- 
tive effect remains to be seen. 

Equally interesting is the question: 
How much can adults get out of the 
new theories in the teaching of read- 
ing? As Walter B. Pitkin has showed 
in several of his popular dissertations 
on the subject, the improvement of 
reading is closely tied up with the gen- 
eral problem of adult learning, a field 
which is being explored with increas- 
ing intensity by numerous psycholog- 
ists and expounded with increasing 
royalties for the author of Life Be- 
gins at Forty.“ He says that there are 
three separate arts of reading and that 
these have different techniques to cor- 
respond with their different functions. 
The three types of reading are: Read- 
ing for fun; reading for information 
(especially information on current af-. 
fairs), and reading for self-improve- 
ment. Some would probably disagree, 
claiming that all three functions over- 
lap, if they are not actually identical. 
But most readers would agree that 
whether the art of reading is divisible 
or indivisible, various kinds of reading 
matter are consumed at various speeds 
and for various purposes. Skimming, 
according to Pitkin, falle in a class 
by itself,“ but like all investigators of 
the general subject, he favors its use 
for certain purposes. Pitkin claims 
for his method of reading that anyone 
who practices it day by day at the rate 
of two hours a day can complete the 
equivalent of 16 books of light read- 
ing; 39 books of average,“ 20 books 
of solid“ and 10 books of ‘“‘heavy’’ or 
technical reading each year, or an av- 
erage of one book of standard length 
every four and a half days. 

He feels that word-by-word reading 
should be used only on poetry and 
prose read not for informative con-

Marie Petrovits left her apartment, al- 
so on the fourth floor, for the morn- 
ing walk she always took between 10 
and 11, and saw the milk and rolls 
still in front of Winkler’s door, she 
was greatly surprised. 

She pealed his bell again and again, 
but got no answer. He must be ill, 
she thought. Perhaps dead. Maybe 
robbed and murdered. Off she scur- 
ried to summon Mrs. Marie Ott, living 
just around the corner, who served 
Winkler as part time housekeeper. 
Mrs. Ott agreed with her that some- 
thing dreadful must be wrong. Back 
they went and routed out the janitor. 

He opened the door with his pass 
key and there was Winkler sprawled 
on the floor of the combination bed- 
room-studio. His arms and legs were 
bound with yards and yards of thin 
cord in which many knots were tied. 
The deep gashes and big welts on his 
head and face left no doubt as to how 
he had died. Ransacked bureaus and 
table drawers indicated the motive. 
The women ran out shrieking for the 
police.

The first, published 
in Paris in 1928, was not particularly 
successful in France and proved to be 
an abyssmal failure in England and 
the United States. The second made 
its author's career. Despite the des- 
perate atmosphere and bleak over- 
tones of Man's Fate,” there are ele- 
ments of hope in it, attitudes of be- 
lief, faith and devout consecration to 
human good, which have indicated 
that Malraux may change the temper 
of literature for years to come. 


Man's Fate” aroused bitter eontro- 


versies, but not nearly so many of 
them as one should expect. On the 
whole it was accepted with remark- 
able good will. One or two Parisian re- 
views were sarcastic. Some took pains 
to call attention to the similarity of the

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Goncourt (French et 
equivalent for the 
Pulitzer Prize), Mal- 
manently established.

This announcement was one of the 
most sensational pieces of archeolog- 
ical news ever printed. If true it 
meant that the city of the Queen of 
Sheba, a mysterious place bulking 
large in the legendry of both Africa 
and Asia, had been discovered. Later 
Malraux told of the flight in detail, ex- 
plained that it had been impossible to 
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make any close inspection of the 
ruined metropolis owing to the hostil- 
ity of Arab inhabitants, who fired at 
their plane, and showed photographs 
which convinced even the most sus- 
picious experts that the discovery was 
of vital importance. The Malraux- 
Molinier flight revolutionized the 
geography of this little known area 
and indicated beyond the possibility of 
doubt the presence of important 
archeological remains. Whether or 
not the city is really the citadel of the 
Queen of Sheba remains a moot point.

When Crisanto was 
scarcely 7 years old himself, he earned 
his first money for hia little brothers 
and sisters by selling small bundles of 
wood and grass at two and a half cents 
a bundle.

aunt took him to Manila where he got 


a job working in a cigarette factory, 
gumming labels on the cigarettes by 
hand, at a very low wage. That was

In Paris he 
became known as an eloquent orator 
on behalf of persecuted Germans, And 
when the Spanish rebellion broke out, 
he was one of the first to lead French 
sympathy with the Government’s cause 
into action. 


N THE ‘second day after Fran- 

co’s attempted coup d’etat Mal- 

raux spoke before an excited 
crowd at the Salle Wagram in g * 
He called for volunteers to join him 
in forming a flight squadron for the 
protection of Madrid. Dozens of young 
men with military and flying experi- 
ence came forward, some from outside 
France, the majority compatriots. 
They got together a weird collection of 
antiquated transport planes, ew 
across the border and descended on the 
capital. Malraux was the commander 
of this outfit. He and his squadron 
were probably one of the decisive fac- 
tors in the unexpected successful de- 
fense of Madrid. 

When he was dispatched to America 
to solicit funds for the continuation of 
this defense, he found it necessary to 
describe the action he had seen. 
Speaking with obvious reluctance of 


-his own part in the war, he has proved 


a remarkably successful campaigner. 
At a meeting in New York, postponed 
more than a month while the State De- 
partment pondered whether or not to 
permit his entrance, he said:

It plans safeguard of the 

Upper Ohio and tributaries by 88 res- 

ervoirs controlling a drainage area of 

110,174 square miles, 54 per cent of 

the entire Ohio Basin, and impounding 

enough water to cover the whole State 
of New York to a depth of one foot. 

Levees and walls would cost nearly 
$200,000,000, reservoirs more than 
$600,000,000, a total of $800,000,000. 

As against that, 21 floods in the 60 
years up to 1933 cost an average ap- 
proximating $4,600,000 a year. The 
Upper Ohio flood of 1936 wiped out 
property worth §200,000,000. The 
1937 flood, most disastrous in Amer- 
ican history, cost $500,000,000, drove 
hundreds of thousands of persons from 
their homes, threw 1,000,000 on the 
care of relief agencies and took sev- 
eral hundred lives. 

For 150 per cent of the losses in 
money alone in two disastrous weeks 
of January, then, as Major-General E. 
M. Markham, Chief of Engineers, told 
the Mississippi Valley Association in 
St. Louis, “we can protect the Ohio 
Valley, roughly, for all time.“ 

On the great Lower Mississippi it- 
self, less than 3500, 000, 000 has been 
spent so far in flood control, and the 
anticipated total, on the completion of 
the eight-year “Markham plan” 
adopted last year to make the Father 
of Waters likewise safe for all time, 
will be less than the estimated cost for 
the Ohio by fully $100,000,000. 

The reason is the inordinate cost of 
reservoirs, which the Army Engineers 
have repeatedly, in exhaustive studies, 
found unjustifiable for application to 
Mississippi floods. That would require 
more than 150 reservoirs and cost 
nearly a billion and a quarter, an ex- 
cess, over all the capitalized benefits 
on the tributaries, of $72 for every 
acre of benefited land in the alluvial 
valley. The engineers have simply 
outlined the system as something to 
work toward as tributary needs jus- 
tify it bit by bit. 

Until last January, no such need 
had been felt on the Ohio. Only a 14- 
reservoir system — for that matter, 
only two of the levee projects, at Law- 
renceville, Indiana, and Pittsburgh— 
were considered economically feasible, 
and only a 39-reservoir system and 47 
levee projects were appraised as jus- 
tiflable in the approximate future. But 
the January flood changed the figures 
—in damages, flood heights and the 
magnitude of works necessary for 
adequate protection—and most rad-

ATLANTA Georgia, 
ED roses stirred by 
a summer . breeze 
have inspired a 
strange  avocation. 
For now Miss Alice 
R. Thompson, 
superintendent. of 
nurses at Crawford W. Long Hos- 
pital here, makes movies that will 
never be shown in any theater. 
They deal with men in white, 
gleaming knives and destructive 
agents of disease. Miss Thomp- 
son makes movies of operations. 
Upon an elevated platform near 
the operating table she stands 
with a small camera and takes pice” 
tures of surgeons at work. 

The summer garden that turned 
Miss Thompson into a movie 
camera woman of the operating 
room isn't her garden. She didn’t 
even photograph it. A surgeon 
who loves roses is the owner of 
the garden and makes it his hob- 
by. Working among flowers is 
his means of relaxation from his 
nerve-testing duties. 

But he also began to tinker 
with photography, for he wished 
to imprison the beauty of the gar- 
den in a medium that would en- 
dure and not vanish with the 
summer. One June afternoon as 
a breeze ruffied the roses he made 
a short movie that caught the ex- 
act mood of the garden, and later 
as he watched the picture run off, 
scientist triumphed over esthete. 

The little movie 
told thé whole 
story. Everything 
was there, in exact 
emphasis. Why not 
pictures of opera- 
tions that would re- 
veal technique as 
this movie revealed 
beauty? 

The surgeon 
spoke of his idea 
next morninc to 
Miss Thompson as 
they worked togeth- 
er on a surgical 
case.
